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Refineries Planned 
The-establishment of two 
new sugar factories, in Israel 
is planned by the 
ment, in additién to the ex- 
pansion of the existing one in 
Afula, Mr. P. Sapir, Minister 
of Commerce and Industry, 
declared on Friday during a 
visit to the Afula plant. 

The present sugar consump- 
tion In Israel is 54,000 tons a 
year, and is. to 
to 72,000 tons four years. 
To achieve self-sufficiency the 
Government intends to estab- 
lish two new sugar factories 
in the South, one to be built 
by foreign investors from 
Brazil, and the other by local 
capital, 

The Afula sugar pant is 
to end its present season this 
week, after having refined 
4,500 tons of sugar from beets 
and 4,500 tons of imported 
brown sugar. Together with
